ORDINANCE 


further to amend the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 . 

Preamble . — WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate aetion . 


NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1 ) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor 
of Kerala is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1 . Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be 
called the Kerala Municipalities (Amendment ) Ordinance, 1977. 

(2). It shall come into foree at once . 
2. Act 14 of 1961 to be temporarily amended . During the period 
of operation of this Ordinance, the Keraba Municipalities Act, 1960 
( 14 of 1901) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act) , shall 
have effect subject to the amendment specified in section 3 . 

3. Insertion of new section 544.-- After section 54 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 54A . Government s power to postpone reconstitution of 
council and to appoint persons to perform functions of council. 
( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 8, where the 
term of office of the councillors of a municipality is due to expire 
and the Government are satisfied that it is not expedient in the 
public interest to conduct fresh election of councillors of that 
municipality for a temporary period , they may, by notification in 
the Gazette and for reasons to be stated in the notification , direct 
that the reconstitution of the council shall be postponed for such 
period , not exceeding six months from the date of .expiry of the 
term of the councillors, as may be specified in such notification . 
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( 2 ) All or any of the functions of the council and of its 
chairman and of the standing committee and other committees may , 
during the period specified in the notification under sub-section ( 1 ) , 
be exercised and performed , as far as may be , and to such extent 
as the Government may determine, by guch person or persons, as 
the Government may appoint in that behält and such person or any 
such persion , as the case may be, may, if the Government so direct , 
receive payment for his sorvices from the municipal fund. 

( 3) The Government may determine the relationship of any 
person or persons appointed under sub - section (2 ) with the Govern 
ment, the Collector and the Director, and with themselves if two 
or more persons are appointed under the said sub -section . - 

(4 ) The Government may,, if they deem fit , direct the 
Commissioner to perform all or any of the powers and duties of the 
eouncil, the chairman and the standing committee and other 
-committees , in addition to his own. 

(5 ) The Government shall reconstitutė the council on the 
date on which the period specified in the notification under sub 
section ( 1 ) expires. 

(6 ) Where the date of reconstitution of a council is postponed 
under sub-section ( 1 ) , the Government until the date of the reconsti 
tution of the council and the reconstituted council thereafter shall 
be entitled to all the assets and be subject to all the liabilities of 
the council as on the date of expiry of the term of the councillors 
and on the date of the reconstitution , as the case may be.” .

Preamble. - WHEREAS by section 2 of the Kerala Municipal Corpo 
rations (Fifth Amendment) Act, 1976 (4 of 1977), the term of office of the 
Mayor, Deputy Mayor and other councillors and members and chairmen 
of standing committees of the Corporation of the City of Cochin was extended 
upto noon on the 1st day of November, 1977 ; 

AND WHEREAS the election of councillors of the said Corporation is 
proposed to be held in the month of January 1978, so that the newly elected 
councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of February, 1978 ; 

AND WHEREAS it is considered necessary to further extend the term 
of office of the councillors of the said Corporation till the newly elected coun 
cillors enter upon office ; 

AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala is not 
in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances exist 
which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
( 1) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 4 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Kerala Municipal Corporations (Amendment) Ordinance, 1977. 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Extension of term of office of Mayor, Deputy Mayor, Councillors, etc., of the 
Corporation of the City of Cochin . - Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Kerala Municipal Corporations Act, 1961 (30 of 1961) (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Act), the term of office of the Mayor, the Deputy Mayor and 
other councillors and the members and chairmen of standing committees 
of the Corporation of the City of Cochin , constituted under the said Act, which 
expires at noon of the 1st day of November, 1977, shall extend up to noon 
on the 1st day of February, 1978. 

3. Act 30 of 1961 to be modified temporarily.-- The provisions of the said 
Act shall, in relation to the Corporation of the City of the Cochin , have effect 
subject to the following modifications, namely : 

(a ) the Government shall cause elections to be held to the council 
so that the newly elected councillorsmay enter upon office on the 1st day of 
February , 1978 ; 


(b ) the term of office of the newly elected councillors shall, subject 
to the provisions of the said Act, expire at noon on the 1st day of February, 
1983 ; 

(c) the election of the Mayor and the Deputy Mayer shall be held 
at the first meeting of the council after the 1st day of February, 1978 and 
the election of the chairman of each standing committee shall be held at 
the first meeting of such committee after the election of the Mayor; 

(d ) no election of the Mayor or the Deputy Mayor shall be held at 
the firstmeeting of the council after the 1st day ofNovember, 1977, as required 
by section 28 of the said Act as modified by section 3 of the Kerala 
Municipal Corporations (Fifth Amendment) Act, 1976 (4 of 1977).

Preamble - WHEREAS the term of office of the councillors of 
all the municipalities in the State of Kerala , other than the Punalur , 
Chalakudy, Tirur and Malappuram Municipalities, was extended up 
to the 1st day of November, 1977, by section 2 of the Kerala 
Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors) Act, 
1976 (48 of 1976 ); . 

AND WHEREAS the term of office of the councillors of the 
Chalakudy and Malappuram Municipalities was extended up to the 
1st day of November, 1977, by section 2 of the Chalakudy and 
Malappuram Municipal Councils ( Extension of Term of Oſice of 
Councillors) Act, 1976 (5 of 1977 ); 

AND WHEREAS it is proposed to conduct the elections to all 
the municipal councils in the State , other than the Tirur Municipal 
Council, in the month of January, 1978, so that the newly elected 
councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of February, 1978; 

AND WHEREAS it is considered necessary to further extend 
the term of office of the councillors of ail the municipalities in the 
Stave, other than the Changanacherry, Punalur and Tirur 
Municipalities, till the newly elected councillors enter upon office; 

AND WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala 
is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circum 
stances txist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
actior ; 

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause ( 1) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor 
of Kerala is pleased to promuigate the.foilowing Ordinance : 


1. Short title .-- This Ordinance may be called the Kerala

2. Extension of term of office of municipal councillors.--Not 
withstanding anything contained in the Kerala Municipalities Act, 
1960 34 of 1961), the term of office of the councillors of all the 
municipalities constituted under the said . Act, other than the 
Changanacherry , Punalur and Tirur Municipalities which expires on 
the 1st day of November , 1977, shall extend up to noon on the 1st 
day of February , 1978.

And whereas for the reasons aforesaid , the term of office of the 
councillors of the said municipality has not been extended along with 
the extension of the term of office of the councillors of the other 
Municipalities in the State ; 

And whereas it is not expedient in the public interest to 
con luct fresh election of the councillors the Changanacherry . 
Municipality only ; 

And whereas it is therefore necessary to postpone the re 
constitution of the Changanacherry Municipal Council for 
temporary period ; 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (1 ) of section 54A of the Kerala Municipalities Act , 1960 
( 14 of 1961) the Government of Kerala hereby direct that the re 
constitution of the council of the Changanacherry Municipality shall 
be postponed for a period of three months from the 1st day of 
November, 1977. 

Under sub - section (4 ) of the said section, the Government also 
hereby direct that the Commissioner of the said municipality shall 
perform all the powers and duties of the council, the chairman and 
the standing committee and other committees in addition to his 
own , with effect, on and from the 1st day of November, 1977, till 
the date of reconstitution of the Council .
